ihead of it, which consists of hard 
,wood and is six inches square and slj 
'feet long, are inserted at regular dis- 
^tances apart 12 steel teeth, each one

A good blade- 
smith should t>e able to make them as 
required. They want to be two feel 
long and placed at an angle of ;:0 de- 
grees with the tongue. 'Jhis, ol 
course, should be joined securely to 
the head (mortising best aiDeorapliataes 
it), and also well braced wits iron 
braces.

When alout half ready fur lln^ mar- 
ket a bit of I ;ii elLS-iie;-s caiihcd tlie 
house to becoiiUi ovt rhealed. ami i wo- 
ttaitds of the crop was lost. .N'oinine 
daunted, the dead plants were rooted 
out ami another crop sown. This was 
att u ked by lice, and almost destroyeil 
before our liiend knew what was the 
matter. Fuaiigaliini was resoi-ied to, 
but the crop had been prucLiially 
killed. Thus far tbe results had been 
disastrous. Oor friend was working 
in the dark, so to speak. He was 
learning by expwleace, but it was 
costly. 

He determined to visit greenbousea 
of successful gardeners and learn the 

secrets of their success. In one week 
he leanied the simple rules regarding 
soil, moisture, heat, ventilati<m and 
fumigation. lie returned home and 
made another effort. This time the 
crop was raised, not, however, with- 
out troubles, but it was placed on the 
market and netted $75. The next year 
the subject of greenhouse gardening 
was studied in greater detail, aud sev- 
eral changes made. The bouse waa 
started early in October, and kept go- 
ing until the first of April. The sea- 
son netted him about $5(iO. or almost 
as much as he made on his farm dur- 
iVg the sumn)er.
